FALSE PRETENCES CHARGE 


| FAILS. 

” £BEFORE JUDGE. DAVITT.. 

Wiliam edward Roberts was act with 
having, on different dates in December and 
January last, obtained sums of money from 
Mr. Gerald R. Hill, his employer, as com- 
mission u orders which be was alleged to 
have falsely stated that he had obtained from 
a number of firms in the. city, 

Mr. Dudley White, K.C., and Mr. E. J. 
Kelly (instructed by. the Chief State Solicitor) 

rosecuted. Mr. W. G. Fallon (instrugted by 
fr. J. J. Hickey) defended, 

Mr. White, K.C., said that, in simple 
language, the charge against the prisouer 
was one of obtaining money by false pre- 
tences. In each of the six charges the cir- 
cumstances’ were similar. The accused man 
was employed by Mr. Gerald R. Hill (trading 
as Messrs. Hill and Co., Dawson street, office 
supply specialists) as a canvasser at a ‘salary 
of £3 per week, plus 15 per cent. commission. 
In each case the prisoner drew commission 
for orders which he stated he had obtained, 
but which were in ‘fact bogus orders. 
Evidence would be given by the five firms in 
question (in one case there were two charges 
in connection with the same firm) that no 
such orders had been given to the accused 
man. 

Evidence was: given by representatives of 
the firms mentioned that they did not give 
the orders to the prisoner, though some of 
them admitted having discussed quotations of 
prices with the prisoner. 

Detective Sergeant Stephen Lynch gave 
evidence of arrest, and said that on one of 
the charges the prisoner said, I did get the 
money mentioned, but I really believed that 
the orders would follow.” 

The defendant was examined, and said 
that he got the orders from various firms 
and was paid commission by Mr. Hill, but 
the total commission which he got did not 
amount to £12: There was no intention on 
his part to obtain money under false pre- 
tences or by frand. He admitted having con- 
tracted some liability to Mr. Hill on account 
of orders which had fallen through, but he 
positively denied having obtained the money 
by false pretences. 

Mr. Fallon addressed the jury for the 
prisoner, and Mr. Dudley White replied. 

Judge Davitt having summed up, the jurv 
found the prisoner ‘‘not guilty” on all 
counts, and he. was digchatged. 


BIGAMY CHARGE.

SPORT WITH A CATAPULT. 


ne nee 
AN INDIAN WEAPON.

| Rabies there any normally constituted 
Irish schoolboy who has never 
acatapult? I doubt it. Some of us never 
quite outgrow our affection for this 
fascinating little weapon, with its poten- 
tialities for amusement—and for mischief 
—though we may be chary of admitting 
the fact, shrinking from the scoffs of our 
grave contemporaries who have put away 
childish things. 

I knew a man in India—a fierce major, 
no less—who spent hours prowling around 
the mess compound with a catapult and a 
pocketful of shot. He was shikarring 
sparrows, on the excuse that they were a 
nuisance. They were, but, if anybody had 
abated the nuisance in wholesale fashion 
with a shotgun, the major would have 
become fiercer than ever. I admit, some- 
what sheepishly, that I use a catapult 
sometimes. though I am old enough to 
know better. For excuse I refer to the 
presence in Canadian woods of a kind of 
grouse, colloquially known as ‘‘ fool-hen.’’ 
It is an excellent bird for the table, but 
does not seem to be aware of the fact. 

When flushed, it seldom flies right away. 
Its usual procedure is to flutter up into 
the lower branches of a tree, where it sits 
uneasily, bobbing its silly head and trying 
to make up whatever mind it owns 
whether to go higher or fly away. I 
understand that in the wild parts of the 
Canadian forest the fool-hen will allow a 
man to appPoach within ten yards or even 
less, so that he can (if so minded) knock 
the bird over with a stone or swipe it off 
the branch with a blow from a stick. In 
this district, which is pretty well settled, 
the fool-hen has learned a little’ sense. 
It still clings to its habit of climbing trees 
before ‘‘ taking off’’ for a flight, but the 
limit of approach permitted by the bird is 
about fifteen yards. 


IN THE FRASER VALLEY. 


Owing to the dense and tangled under- 
growth in the Jogged-off woodlands of the 
Fraser Valley, it 1s seldom possible to get 
a good flying shot at a woods-grouse. To 
blow the bird off its perch with a blast 
from a shotgun at less than twenty yards 
range is a barbarous proceeding. Inci- 
dentally, the game would be ruined, 
ripped, and, as my fellow-countrymen say, 
*‘desthroved infirely.” However, a cata- 
pult, a nice round pebble, and a fool-hen 
bobbing on one of the branches of a 


- Douglas fir constitute quite a. sporting 


‘““proposition.’’ The chances are five to one 
that the missile will be deflected by a twig, 
but, if so, nobody is a penny the worse. 
The ammunition costs nothing ; moreover, 
nobody need know that you have shot and 
missed and jeer at your marksmanship. 
T have slain more than one woods-grouse 
With my catapult, but how many I have 
niissed is nobody’s business. 

In India there 3s a substitute for the 
catapult known as the ‘‘ ghallel,’’ pro- 
nounced like ‘“‘ gullae]l.’’ As a matter of 
fact, the “gh” represents an obscure 
noise Which the Hindustani munshi terms 
“ghain’’? and which is the despair of 
young officers studying the tongue of Ind. 
The ghallel is a kind of bow, with a double 
string, held apart by a little bamboo 
brace, lashed to the strings about a third 
of the way from one of the tips of the 
bow. At the middle of the strings there 
is a patch of strong cloth, in which the 
pebble or other missile is grasped. 
Obviously, if one attempts to discharge 
this weapon in a straightforward way, 
the projectile will either collide with the 
bowstaff, or (in 99 per cent. of cases) 
sinite the user severely on the thumb of 
the hand holding the bow. This fact alone 
explains why the ghallel, or stone-bow, is 
a strictly Oriental contrivance. Nobody 
but a patient Asiatic would ever persist 
in its use after the seventh or eighth 
whack on his thumb. 


DEADLY AT FIFTY YARDS. 


I first saw this weapon in the hands oí 
a sepoy in a Border station. He was a 
line sentry, on the duty known as “bump. 


pulis’’—i.e-, a water policeman, whose ' 


business was to ensure that the water

“ bump-pulis-wallah ” does not 
march up and down his beat in a smart 
and soldier-like manner. He simply 
strolls around with a brassard on his arm 
and a stick in his hand. This particular 
policeman had a ghallel instead of a 
stick, and when I met him he was killing 
time (and time only) by sniping at the 
mynahs hopping around our cantonment. 

Mynahs are birds about the size of 
starlings. As -1 approached, the pulis- 
wallah came to attention, and made a 
clumsy, though well-ineant, effort to 
““order ” arms with his ghallel. J 
acknowledged the unofficial salute and 
betrayed an interest in the weapon. The 
sepoy had no pebbles on him, but pro- 
duced some balls of sun-dried ‘‘ putt,”’ a 
kind of fine alluvial mud which hardens 
in the sun like plaster of Paris. I loaded 
the ghallel, fired it, and smote my left 
thumb right shrewdly. Some ‘‘ sabre-cuts 
of Saxon speech’’ ensued, to which the 
sepoy listened gravely. 

‘* Thora hafelift karna  chahiye 
(‘‘ Give it a half-left turn ’’), he advised. 
I tried again, and succeeded in missing 
my thumb, thcugh the mnd pellet did not 
go very far, nor in the right direction. 

In practised hands the ghalled is far 
more powerful than a catapult, dnd up to 
forty yards or so its trajectory seems to 
be almost flat. Its extreme range must 
be quite 200 yards, at a moderate esti- 
mate. The best pérformer with this 
weapon whom 1 ever met wes my Punjabi- 
Mussalman “ bearer,” Mahomed Firoz. 
Up to [ifty yards his aim was deadly, and 
I have seen him knock the crop clean out 
of a wild pigeon perched in a chir tree in 
the jungle.

It is a curious coincidence that A. 
Burke, an Irishman, born in Lad lane, 
Dublin, should be appointed coach to the 
Italian Davis Cup team to oppose Ireland 
at the Fitzwilliam ground on May 16th, 
17th, and 18th. Burke’s father, the late 
Tommy Burke, began life as a ball boy 
at the Wilton Lawn Tennis Club, where, 
under the guidance of the late John 
Dowling, the famous racquet maker, he 
developed so quickly as a player that he 
was appointed professional to the Lans- 
downe club. At this time George Kerr 
was the professional at Fitzwilliam. Kerr 
and Burke, who may be said to be the 
only Irishmen to enter the ranks of 
professional lawn tennis players, later 
went abroad, Kerr to Germany and Burke 
to the South of France. Their respective 
clubs put up many big prizes for home 
and home matches, and at this time these 
two Dublin men were regarded as the 
outstanding players on the Continent.

Dublin Native’s Honour. 


The Most Rev. Pascal Robinson, the 
Archbishop of Tyana, who has been 
appointed an Apostolic Delegate in Malta, 
was born in Dublin 59 years ago. He was 
one of a family of literates, and, after 
studying for the Bar, he himself turned 
to literary work and took up journalistic 
work in London. 

At the remarkably early age of 22 he 
was appointed ussociate editor of the 
North American Review, a position of 
importance because of the high reputation 
of that periodical. In 1895, however, he 
resigned in order to enter the Franciscan 
Order, and was ordained priest at Rome 
in 1901. 

He taught theology at Washington for 
two years, and was then recalled to Europe 
to take up historical research in con- 
nection with Italian archives. In 1913 he 
was appointed Professor of Medieval 
History at the Catholic University of 
America. He attended the Peace Con- 
ference at Paris in 1919 in connection 
with the question of the Holy Places, and 
since that time has been engaged in 
matters affecting Catholic rights in the 
Near East. 

In 1925 he was appointed Apostolic 
Visitor for Palestine, and three years Jater 
was consecrated titular Archbishop of 
Tyana. He has done a great deal of 
literary work, and, in addition to a monu- 
mental work covering seven volumes on 
early Franciscan life, has contributed to 
the Dublin, Ecclesiastical, Historical, and 
other leading reviews. He paid a visit to 
Dublin a few months ago.

Che Suffolk Punch. 


Your recent remarks respecting Suffolk 
mares, writes a correspondent, remind me 
that this breed has been associated with 
Suffolk for many _ centuries, being 
mentioned as long ago as 1586 in Camden’s 
‘“ Britannia.”’ It is believed to have 
descended originally from the Northern 
European horse, and improved by crossing 
with other breeds. 

The Suffolk breeds very true tu colour, 
anything but a chestnut being rarely seen, 
and the average height is 16 hands. Owing 
to the purity of the breed it is extensively 
used for crossing with native mares in 
the Dominions and America. 

On account of its deep, well-ribbed 
appearance the breed is generally known 
as the Suffolk Punch, and it is more suited 
for farm and van work than for heavy 
urban draught requirements. Its clean 
limbs, free from the “ feathers” of the

Botany in Dublin. 


About a hundred years ago the citizens 
of Dublin seem to have taken a keen 
interest in botany. Free lectures were 
given three times a week in the Botanic 
Gardens ai eight o'clock in the morning, 
and the lecture-room was crowded to its 
capacity of 100 or 120 people. Though 
botany Was regarded almost as a new 
science at that time, the ancient Irish 
must have been well acquainted with it: 
for the first investigators, Threlkeld and 
Keough, about 1726 found not only Irish 
names for every indigenous plant, but 
even classifications, such as “ Meacan ”— 
plants with tap roots, ‘‘ Brumsean ’’— 
those with creeping roots, etc. The 
Botanical Gardens were founded by Dr. 
Wade about- 1796, and still remain not 


only a source of information to students, 
but of pleasure and pride to the in- 
habitants of Dublin.

Lord Tennyson’s French.

In a few parts 
of Iveland the plant is cultivated for 
fodder, and cut before the leaves become 
too spiny. It also possesses imedicin:] 
properties for cattle, and its cultivation is 
a valuable form of land reclamation.

THE GENTLE ART 


OF SWINDLING.

PEOPLE WHO LIVE ON 
NOTHING A YEAR. 


——-— 


(By “An Ex-Official of New Scotland 
Yard.”) 


T is one of life’s many “‘ little iroywies”’ 
that, while thousands struggle hard al! 
their lives for the barren privilege of 
keeping themselves alive, others, smore 
fortunate, if less honest, are able to live 
in style on nothing a year and without 
the disagreeable necessity of “ toiling or 
spinning.” It is no exaggeration to say 
that there are thousands of people in the 
big cities and towns who live in fashion- 
able districts on an income on which a 
clerk or even artisan could not keep a 
respectable roof over his head—and some, 
indeed, on literally nothing a year. Their 
sole capital is a plausible exterior, un- 
limited assurance, and an entire lack of 
principle. 
These are the mushrooms who spring 
up unexpectedly in a district from 
voodness knows where. They rent a 
furnished house in a fashionable locality, 
dress well, hire a showy car, and with 
such credentials of wealth begin to prey on 
the lodul tradesmen, from whom they make 
expensive purchases on credit. When they 
have run up bills amounting to many 
hundreds of pounds and the district 1s 
becoming too “ hot,” for safety, they strike 
their tent and vanish as mysteriously as 
they came, only to begin operations 
elsewhere. This process they repeat 
year after year, livjng ‘‘on the fat of 
the land” at the expense of gullible 
tradesmen, knowing that the worst that 
can happen to them is to have to take 
refuge in bankruptcy. 


WITHIN THE LAW. 


Such people are not mere ‘‘ad- 
venturers’’ in the common acceptation of 
the word. Many of them are members of 
good, and even noble, families whose 
names are to be seen in Burke or 
Debrett. They are members of fashionable 
clubs and of society—of a kind; and it 1s 
chiefly on this account that they are able 
to prey so successfully on the unhappy 
tradesmen. Until their account has 
reached uncomfortable proportions you 
shrink from pressing for payment lest you 
should give offence, and, when at last your 
mind is made up to allow no more credit, 
your bird has flown. 

I know at least a dozen members of old 
families who have played a game for 
years in different parts of London, in the 
provinces, in Scotland and the Channel 
Islands, and are still going on merrily in 
their career of swindling; and you can do 
nothing to check it. They are prudent 
and cunning enough to keep well within 
the law. They do not assume aliases or 
indulge in any false pretences. They 
simply rely on their flourishing 
appearance and their “ cheek’’ to secure 
credit; and, when they have got all they 
can they migrate elsewhere—that is all. 


EXPLOITING THE SUBURBS. 


London is, not unnaturally, a favourite 
ground for these people; for no place 
offers such facilities for ‘‘ merging one’s 
identity.” I know of one man, a retired 
colonel, who was foolish enough to 
commute his pension and lost it all on 
the Stock Exchange, he has had no fewer 
than a dozen different homes in London 
during the last three years, and has, to 
my knowledge, cheated tradesmen out of 
more than £6,000. He began his career 
in the West End, where he hired a 
furnished house and cut a great dash for 
six months, during which time he never 
paid a penny to the tradesmen who 
‘‘ entertained ” him. 

Since then he has exploited no fewer 
than eleven different suburbs—north, 
south, and west—leaving behind him a 
trail of swindled tradesmen. It is 
absolutely useless to take proceedings 
against him; for he is a ‘‘ man of straw. 
and his estate would not pay a penny in 
the pound of his debts. His flights are so 
mysterious that we cannot warn tradesmen 
against him until it is too late. This man 
has not a penny of income, although for 
some years he has been living at the rate 
of over £3,000 a year. 

There are, of course, hundreds of men— 
and women, too—who practise the same 
swindling arts on a smaller scale—people 
whose only capital is their wits, and find 
it profitable to exercise them at the 
expense of suburban tradesmen. They 
naturally find it much easier to run away 
from their debts than to pay thei.

The late Marshal Foch left memoirs to 
be published after his death. No decision 
has yet been taken as to the time o. their 
peil, sev it is likely to be con- 
siderably delaye 

“The Boar. sw are understood to deal 
mainly with questions of military 
technique. Besides his own memoirs, 
exhaustive works on the career and 
achievement of Foch are now in pre 
paration, and attempts are being made by 
collecting the scattered impressions of 
those who were close to him to construct a 
coherent portrait of the man. : 

Among the most revealing of such 1m- 
pressions are some which were given after 
the Marshal’s death to a weekly journal, 
Le Cri de Paris, by Commandant Bugnet, 
a member of his staff. i 

Commandant Bugnet made notes at 
various times of sayings and opinions of 
Foch, which afford interesting glimpses of 
his mind. 

The first subjec’ on which one would 
like to know Foch’s views is that of the 
United Command. When questioned about 
this he would exclaim: ‘‘ The United 
Command. Nothing but a word. It was 
tried with Nivelle in 1917, and it failed; 
ca n'a pas marché.” 


TALK AND TACT. 


Foch attached more importance to the 
method used in applying the United Com- 
mand than to the institution as such. 
Everything, he thought, depended on tact. 

“ Allies,” he would say, “take a lot of 
handling. You can’t order them about. 
The British are one thing, the Americans 
are another. the Belgians and the Italians 
again are different. With the 
generals I could not deal as with our own. 
They, too, were highly qualified men (des 
hommes de valeur) who stood for the 
interests of their countries. They did not 
see things as we did. They chafed under 
the sinule command, though they accepted 
it loyally. But the smallest thing might 
have upset them and set them at odds. 
could not give them peremptory orders ; 
that would have been no good at all. I 
had to listen to them.

COMPULSORY IRISH. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn.—I read with interest your article in 
Saturday's issue on compulsory Irish, the 
more so as the matter had come up for con- 
sideration at the last meeting of the County 
Council, on the letter from the Local Govern- 
ment Department stating: “The Minister 
considers it should be practicable to have 
official correspondence transacted in lrish by 
January Ist. 1935.” and asking for our 
views. [| moved, “That, having heard the 
letter from the Local Government Depart- 
ment, we beheve that it would be pre- 
judicial to the efficient transaction of the 
business of the county to fix any date for 
the exclusive use of Irish in its official cor- 
respondence. When, or if, such change 
would be to the interests of the ratepayers, 
the matter at any future date can be con- 
sidered.”” To make my own position clear, 
I stated that I had voted in favour, ' other 
things being equal,” of preference being 
given to candidates for positions under the 
then District Council who had a knowledge 
of Irish. I said that it was over twenty 
years since I had so voted for Seurnas 
MacManus when he amended his resolution 
by the insertion of the words, “ other 
things being equal,” and that | saw no 
reason for changing my views, but that | 
objected to compulsion—that J was certain 
that no councillor, if engaging a cattle man, 
asked him first had he a knowledge of 
Irish, but was he capable of filyng the job, 
with a view to get the best efficiency; and 
that, if they did this when considering their 
own business, it was unfair to do otherwise 
with the ratepayers. 

The only logical conclusion of the move- 
ment is that lrish is to be the only language. 
Why, then, should we waste rates ou tourist 
development’ They will not come if they 
cannot be understood. Remember also that 
English is not spoken im England only. If 
it were, the feelings some people have for 
England might explain it a bit; but what 
about the United States, Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, the Cape? Do we wish to bar 
all these countries from those who speak 
Irish only ” We should not be inisled by this 
whirlwind legislation and '' later dates ” and 
the hope '“ that something will turn up in 
the meantime.’” It will be hard to vote to 
repeal these things. If a really secret ballot 
were taken now, I doubt their getting 5%. 
Do we want outside trade’ If so, shall we 
get it by writing in Insh’? I have alwavs 
upheld the present Government in that thev 
have brought the country to peace, and, |

IMPORTED PRINTING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sin,—We Lave before us a little booklet 
containing the words and music, the latter 
in staff notation, of twenty-one hymns. It 
is pubhshed by the Catholic Truth Society 
of Ireland in connection with the forthcoming 
Catholic Emancipation Centenary. At the 
fout of page 1 appears the note, “ Printed 
in Belgium,’ and on the last page is the 
iuller imprint, '' Printed by Desclee and Co., 
Society of St. John the Evangelist, Tournai 
(Belgium).’”

Free State. All of this meat comes to 

Ireland via Great Britain, and there 
appears to be no means of tracing the 
country of origin, but the fact of it being 
chilled or frozen may be taken as an 
indication that it comes from countries 
overseas. 

The greater portion of the chilled and 
frozen mutton imports comes from 
Australia and New Zealand, where there 
is no foot-and-mouth disease. There are. 
however, other parts of the world, largely 
in South America, from which foot-and 
mouth disease seldom is absent. and 
some precaution such as the proposed 
embargo seems essential. 

To put the proposed Order into force it 
will, apparently, be necessary to deter- 
mine the country of origin of the imports 
now permitted via Great Britain. No 
doubt the issue of an Order signed by the 
Minister of Agriculture will make this 
easier than it seems to be at present. 

EXTENT OF THE TRADE. 

In the official returns for the Trish 
Free State it appears that the total 
cmports of chilled or frozen meat ria 
Great Britain during the past two years

The fact that we produce a _ large 
number of live stock for slaughter in 
Great Britain is, perhaps, one of the 
strongest reasons that could be advanced 
for keeping our herds free from disease. 

FREE STATE EXPORTS. 

The importance of our export live stoce 
trade can be gathered from the figures 
for the past three months. These show 
a total of 350,556 as against a total 
281,049 for the corresponding period last 
year. ;

GOD AND THE CHILD. 


DUTIES OF PARENTS AND 
TEACHERS. 

There was a large congregation last night 
in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, for the 
special Service held for parents and teachers. 
The preacher was the Rev. John Powell, who 
took as his text Psalm 144, verse 12—*‘ That 
our sons may grow up as young plants; that 
our daughters may be as polished corners of 
the temple.’’ We are met here to-night, the 

reacher said, as either having children or as 
ins interested in children. The Service was 
arranged for fathers, mothers and teachers, 
and the bond that knits us together is the 
child. . Two things are included in my text— 
strength and beauty—and behind it ali, God. 
There is a duty which rests upon each one of 
us as regards the matter of physical stiength. 
and it is not out of place in the House of 
God to emphasise the duty that rests upon 
each mother, father and teacher to see that 
each child, in so far as lies in their power, 
lives in the open air. Sometimes it is 
horrifying to see the way windows are kept 
closed in the houses 1 visit—in sick rooms 
and in the schools. How can you expect 
children to grow up strong if you deny them 
the fresh air? I suppose this is more espe- 
cially a question for the mothers; yuu are 
asking for trouble if you let your children 
sleep with closed windows; some day you 
will be sorry for it if you do not tet God's 
air come into their lungs while, they sieep. 

THE MORAL SIDE. 
There is not only the physical side, but 
the moral side. I think children to-day are 
not satisfied simply to be told, “ Thou shalt 
not.” ‘They have minds, and they have every 
right to use them, because God has given 
them minds, and they want to know the why 
and the wherefore of things. Why 1 it that 
we are up against these grave moral problems 
of the present day’ Is it not because fathers 
and mothers have lived like ostriches, with 
their heads butied in the sand? Sometimes 
because they are afraid to tell children the 
facts of life that they ought to know. How 
can your sons and daughters grow up strong 
and clean and beautiful if they are to 
be allowed to learn the most sacred facts of 
life from the lips of some casual friend, or 
from some dirty-minded boy or girl? I want 
to he perfectly frank: one has come across, 
again and again, the results of that criminal 
cowardive that more often characterises the 
father than the mother. It is tragic how 
often boys come to Confirmation classes 
alisolutely ignorant; it is also tragic some- 
tines to know how they have learnt such 
facts. Do not leave everything of this kind 
to the parson. Nothing will make amends 
for the neglect of the parents with regard te 
these vital things. 
THE FATHER’S DUTY. 

I would not for a moment seem to under- 


value the work that 1s being done in our 
schoois by our teachers; I would pay a 
tribute te the splendid devotion of many a 


teacher; but, here again, there is an aspect 
of it that no teacher can tackle. There is a 
side of spiritual duty and development that 


only the parent can fulfil. I would ask the 
men not to leave the teaching of religion 
only to the mothers; 1f the father has no 


hand in it there will come a period in the 
hoy’s life when he gets the idea that religion 
is simply a woman's job; much of the in- 
difference of bovs towards relicion is due to 
tne slackness of fathers in fulfilling their duty 
and their privilege. Can you not spare a few 
minutes in the evening to go up to your hoy. 
when he is in bed, and open your Bible, and 
read him a few verses? 

Then there is the beauty of language and 
manners. We are living in a time when a 
wreat deal of loose language is spoken, a great 
deal that is ugly and vulgar; when, some. 
times through thouchtlessness, men—and 
sometimes women—have the habit of swear- 
ine. The motto of Winchester Schoo! is 
‘Manners maketh the man.” Jf you want 
your sons to grow up as young plants ‘in 
God's sight, and your daughters as polished 
corners in the temple, try to help them to 
realise that no gentleman swears, and that 
‘manners maketh the man.” 

The sermon concluded with an appeal for 
generous contributions towards the funds of 
the Nursery Rescne and Protestant Children’s 
Aid Society, which has at present the care 
of forty-five children. 


INFANTICIDE IN COUNTY

“ LITTLE REGARD FOR HUMAN 
LIFE,”’ 


Coroner Roche, who held an inquest at 
New Ross, Co. Wexford, on Monday even 
ing on the body of a female infant discovered 
by workmen in a rubbish heap, said that, 
nudging by the number of such cases that 
had occurred in the county recently, there 
was very little regard for the sacredness of 
human life.

and 30s. a week had not been improved. In 
Cookstown about a hundred houses had been 
built, and it was not working men who were 
living in them. It would be the first duty 
of the new Government to tackle the housing 
question again and enable workers to bring 
up their families nnder decent conditions. 
MINISTER’S REPLY. 
Sir Dawson Bates (Minister of Home 
Affairs) said that he appreciated the mode- 
rate way in which Mr. Deviin had introduced 
the subject. As he pointed out in October, 
there were two ways of dealing with the 
housing problem. One was for the State tc 


build houses, and the other to leave the 
matter to private enterprise. The first of 
these had proved a failure. (Mr. Kvle— 


‘‘Nonsense.”’) Under that scheme in Northern 
Ireland only 1,600 houses were erected, 
whereas under the Housing Acts, with the 
subsidy, over fifteen thousand houses had 
been erected by enabling private enterprise 
to meet the ordinary law of svnplv and de 
mand. He remembered when there were ten 
thousand vacant houses in Belfast. At pre- 
sent they were receiving applications to build 
honses at the rate of four hundred per month. 
Mr. Devlin—You are not erecting them ; 
you are simply giving subsidies, 

Continuing, Sir Dawson Bates said that 
hefore they removed the slums they must 
have sufficient houses erected to take their 
places later on, and he spoke with the ap- 
proval of the Minister of Finance thí 
Government intended to remove the slums, 
but it would be a perfectly suicidal policy to 
pull down houses unless they had 
new houses. Unless they continued 
to provide houses, people would have 
to pay up toa _ pound per’ week 
for one room in a house. Under the present 
scheme it suited builders to build bain 
and it suited the Government to get these 
houses for the working classes. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND, 

I have seldom listened to a more glaring 
example of the utter ineptitude of the 
Minister of Home Affairs, Pas agra Mr. S&S. 
Kyle (Labour). The law of supply and de- 
mand had not operated for years, and the 
Government had to provide subsidies. 
Sir Dawson Bates rose to intervene, but 
Mr. Kyle would not give way, and the 
Speaker said that he deprecated these constant 
interruptions. ‘* Jam afraid that our debates 
are becoming a séries of interruptions from 
one side or the other,” he declared, “ instead 
of speeches being made by one side and re- 
plied to from the other.” 
Mr. Kyle, proceeding, said that some of 
the subsidy houses were let at 23s. per week. 

ow could a shipyard labourer earning 37s. 
per week, or a textile worker pay such rents’ 
he asked. He could bring the Minister of 
Home Affairs to streets in Belfast where 
people are paying different rents for the 
same type of house. Before the war these 
houses were let at 5s. per week, and now 
tenants are paying from 10s. to 20s. for them. 
After the general election something would 
have to be done in regard to the equalisation 
of rents. The whole problem would have to 
be re-examined afresh. ‘I do not think that 
the Government would be so foolish to abolish 
rent restriction, for that would be their 
death warrant,” he said. In Belfast they 
were particularly unfortunate in regard to the 
housing question, as members of the Cor. 
poration were more concerned in selling land 
than providing cheap houses. He was amazed at 
the blazing cheek of the Minister of Home 
Affairs in declaring that State responsibility 
for building houses had failed, in view of 
experience elsewhere. 

MINISTER’S ABSENCE. 
Mr. Devlin drew attention to the absence 
of the Minister of Home Affairs, and asked 
the Deputy Speaker if he could send for him 
to listen to the debate. “The fact of the 
matter is, the Ministers treat this House 
with absolute contempt, until it has become 
a laughing stock,” he said. 
The Deputy Speaker (Mr. Moles) said that 
be had no power to require the attendance 
of the Minister or any member. That must 
remain a matter for individual members. 
Mr. Devlin—Can we send for the police to 
bring him in? (Laughter. ) 
lr.

'“ FUDGE ' AND “ PIFFLE.’’ 

Only five minutes remained for the Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Home 
Affairs (Mr. G. B. Hanna) to reply to the 
debate. He described the speeches in favour 
of the motion as ‘‘ fudge,”’ and Mr. Devlin 
and others hotly protested. 
Mr. McMullan asked if the expression was 
in order, and the Speaker said that he did 
not think that the word was unparliamentary. 
He had frequently heard it, but did not know 
what it meant. 
Mr. Hanna said that if it was unparliamen 
tary he would use the word * piffle.” He 
contended that the object of the Government 
was to provide houses as quickly as possible, 
aud the Government housing schemes, he said, 
achieved that object. 
Mr. Devlin moved that the question be 
now put, and the motiou was defeated by

NURSING HOMES BILL.

Lord Craigavon, rime Minister for Northern 
Ireland, yesterday afternoon held con- 
ferences at the Parliament House, Belfast, 
with representatives of the liquor trade and 
the Local Option party, with a view to seeing 
if it were not possible to come to some agreed 
policy regarding temperance. 

Late last night the following official state- 
ment was issued by the Temperance delega-

“This afternoon a deputation of Temper- 
ance leaders met by arrangement for a con- 
ference with the Prime Minister. Shortly 
after arrival the Rev. Robert Hyndman, one 
of the delegation, was called out, and had a 
private conversation with the Prime Minister. 
Mr. Hyndman came back and reported that 


Lord Craigavon had four members of 
the liquor trade to meet the delega- 
tion. The delegation replied that they 


could not consent to this, not because they 
would not sit with members of the trade, 
but because they felt that in their presence 
it would be impossible to arrive at any 
harmonious result. They advised that the 
Prime Minister should meet with each party 
separately and put his views before them. 

“ Mr. Hyndman returned and reported that 

the Prime Minister advised the Seceatoden 
delegates to submit some scheme along the 
lines of licences reduction. The Temperance 
delegates having no scheme, or authority 
for any scheme other than local option, in- 
formed Mr. Hyndman to this effect, and, 
further, that they came there by arrange- 
ment to meet the Prime Minister to enter 
into negotiations with him. 
**As the Prime Minister had no proposals 
to make, and could not enter into negotia- 
tions with the delegations separately, there 
ws nothing left to the delegation but to 
retire without having seen the Prime 
Minister ”

SENTENCE OF FOUR YEARS’ 
PENAL SERVITUDE. 


“I cannot overlook the fact that you are 
one of the most dangerous criminals that we 
have in the Saorstat,’’ said Judge Devitt at 
the Drogheda Circuit Court yesterday, when 
imposing a sentence of four years’ penal ser- 
vitude on John Carvin, of Barrack street,

“THE CULMINATION OF 
HUMAN EFFORT.” 


“ THE ADDING MACHINE " AT 
THE GATE THEATRE. . 


That which in the theatre is called 
‘‘ expressionism ' seems to be very little more 
than the laziness, or the incompetence, of the 


playwright. It is easier to give labels to 
the theatre than to human beings; it is 
easier also to give the work to the 
‘‘producer’’ than to do it. So the 


“‘ expressionist ’’ theatre is the theatre of the 
” producer ” rather than of the playwright. 
ast night the Dublin Gate Theatre Studio 
produced, for the first time in Ipeland, an 
excellent specimen of the “e ionist ” 
drama in Elmer Rice’s play, ' The Adding 
Machine.” First sta in New York eix 
years ago, this play has now almost encircled 
the world. In every land it has achieved 
success, and in some countries it has been 
popular. The Gate Theatre Studio has pro- 
duced it here with success, but it is difficult 
to believe that the play will be popular. All 
the skill of Mr. Hilton Edwards was mani- 
fested in the staging of it; but not even his 
theatrical genius can make it anything but 
‘mildly interesting. Six years ago it might 
have ‘bees otherwise—to-day ‘‘ expressionism ”’ 
is with the forgotten things. For all that, 
Mr. Edwards must be given thanks, and 
every support, for making it possible to see 
such experimental plays in Dublin. Without 
his work it is doubtiul whether euch plays 
as “The Adding Machine’’ would ever have 
been presented here. es 
Elmer Rice is the one “ expressionist ” who 
could get his plays over the footlights, 
probably because of his long experience as a 
writer of thrilling melodrama. And when all 
has been said “expressionism” was but old 
melodrama with a twentieth-century polish. 
In “The Adding Machine’’ there are no 
human beings—only mass-produced American 
citizens. In the United States the satire must 
have been deadly, but in Ireland there are 
still some traces of individuality remaining. 
The satire of Mr. Rice can, therefore, be but 
a warning. The Zeros, the Ones, Twos, 
Threes, and the rest, might have been made 
by Henry Ford; Mr. Rice says that they 
have been made by “ education.” Zero, 
working at his figures for twenty-five years, 
and being nagged by his wife because he 
failed to “get on,' is dismissed to make 
way for an adding machine. In a fit of rage 
he kills his employer. He is tried for murder 
and duly executed. In the Elysian Fieids he 
finds that the company, including Dean Swift 
and Abbe Rabelais, is not “ respectable.’’ so 
he refuses to remain there. He goes to a 
kind of celestial adding machine which would 
constitute his Heaven, and there he stays 
until he is rudely disturbed and told that he 
must return to earth. Back on earth he will 
work ‘‘ superb, super-hyper-adding-machine”’ 
which requires only a touch of a toe to record 
the output of each miner in a coal-mine. 
This machine “will be the culmination of 
human effort—the final triumph of the evolu- 
tionary process,” and the Zeros will just 
touch it with toes! An alluring prospect for 
humanity! But a prospect which must be 
envisaged and a problem that must be faced. 
f Mr. Elmer Rice had done no more than 
raise this prospect, he would need to be 
thanked. e has done more, however: he 
has provided very enjoyable entertainment in 
the process. 
The company at the Gate Theatre, many 
of its members playing two or more parts, 


showed the play to advantage, and the 
staging could not be improved upon. Mr.

The 
first essentia], of course, is the fixing of a 
definite figure. In the original Treaty 
of Versailles provision was made for the 
payment by Germany oí the colossa] sum 
of £6,000,000,000, in addition to the cost 
of the Allied occupation of the Rhineland 
for a period of fifteen years. Everybody 
realised that this sum was impossible, and 
the. Dawes Scheme took matters a stage 
farther with a series of fixed, and reason- 
ably easy, annuities over an indefinite 
number of years. 

~The idea now is that Germany’s total 
indebtedness to the Allies shall be deter- 
mined, and that an effort shall be made 
by the Reich to issue bonds to the full 
amount, backed by the security of the 
German railways, real estate and other 
national assets. The bonds, thus issued, 
according to the new plan, will be handed 
over to the Allies in proportion to their 
several claims on the reparations fund, 
and will be marketed among the general 
public. In this way the whole burden of 
reparations will be transferred from the 
German Government to -the German 
people; for a huge internal loan will be 
issued in Germany to meet the cost of the 
transaction. The success of the plan depends 
on the ability of the Allied nations to 
absorb such a large number of German 
bonds. In the last analysis it will depend 
on the attitude of the United States; for 
the American market is the only market 
in the world that is in a position to take 
up the entire debt without undue disturb- 
ance of its normal activities. For that 
reason the influence of the United States 
representatives on the Experts’ Committee 
will be and already the 
French Press is grumbling at the attitude 
of Mr. Owen Young, the chief delegate of 
Washington. He insists that all demands 
shall be scaled down to reasonable figures. 
In their negotiations with Dr. Schacht, of

The main item on France’s bill is a

Reviving Railways. 


We publish to-day a statement on the 
prospects of the railways in Great 
Britain, made by Sir Ralph L. Wedg- 
wood, General Manager of the London 
and North-Eastern Railway Company. It 
is a cheerjul view which Sir Ralph 
Wedgwood presents to those who are 
interested in the future of the railway 
companies. After a period of adversity, 
under the impact of the new road compe- 
tition, the railways, he says, virtually 
have stabilised their economic position. 
The roads have ceased to gain upon the 
railways in goods trafiic—a balanced divi- 
sion of goods transport between the two 
services has been established. Compensa- 
tion for the passenger traffic inevitably 
lost to the roads is being found in the 
development of new classes of passenger 
traffic. Long distance travel never can be 
so comfortable in an omnibus as in a rail- 
way carriage. A bold expansion in the 
running of excursion trains, together with 
the provision of third-class sleeping cars, 
is bringing new volumes of long distance 
passenger traffic to the railways. General 
improvement of service has been accom- 
panied by drastic cconomy in working 
expenses. Sir Ralph Wedgwood declares 
himself confident that, granted a _ con- 
tinuance of present conditions, the 
returns for the year 1929 will tell a very 
different story from the disappointing 
returns for the year 1928. The peculiar 
element in what the late Professor C. H. 
Oldham used to call “ railway economics” 
is the fact that no proportionate reduction 
of expenses follows a temporary decline of 
trade. When slackness of trade lessens 
the demand on the railways, costs go on 
at virtually their maximum. To-day 
national trade still is but little risen 
from the ebb. If the railways have held 
their own while trade is low, every ton of 
additional traffic occasioned by trade revival 
will represent solid profit. Sir R 
Wedgwood declares that the “ ipa 
scheme already has stimulated a larger 
business in coal, and he encourages the 
expectation that the improvement of trade

Mr. Justice Monroe, of the High Court in 
Ireland. It is called ‘‘ Foulis Castle and 
the Monroes of Lower Iveagh,” and it 
traces the ramifications of the Irish bianch 
of the family of that name. . According to 
tradition, one Donald Munro migrated 
from Ulster to Scotland in the eleventh 
century, and he called his castle Foulis or 
Foyle, after the Irish lough from which he 
came. Hugh Manro, first baron of Foulis, 
died in 1126; and from him Canon Monroe 
traces hundreds of descendants. The 
twenty-ninth baron still is living. Two 
brothers Munro came to Ireland in 1641. 
One was the famous antagonist of Owen 
Roe O'Neill. The other, who was granted 
lands in Lower Iveagh, County Down, was 
the ancestor of Henry Monroe, Adjutant- 
General of the insurgent forces of County 
Down in.1798. Henry Monroe, who was 
Master of the Lisburn Lodge of Free- 
masons, and a hunter and athlete, led his 
men with spirit, skill and chivalry. He 
declined to attack the royal forces at a 
time when attack was certain to mean 
slaughter, and he was deserted by 
hundreds of his followers. At Ballina- 
hinch, with depleted ranks, he gave battle, 
and was defeated. Captured, he was con- 
demned to death and was hanged on the 
same day. He settled a debt on the 
scaffold, and fitted the rope to his own 
neck. ‘‘Monroe died like. a true 
Christian and a brave man,’’ wrote 
Lecky. Notable among the Monroes whom 
Canon. Monroe chronicles was James 
Monroe, President of the United States of 
America from 1816 to 1825, and author oi 
the famous ‘‘doctrine’’ that bears his 
name.

TEN CASES ‘TAKEN 
TO HOSPITAL. 


DUBLIN MAN AMONG 
THE VICTIMS, 


- 


Six hundred passengers and the entire 
crew, numbering three hundred, of the 
Anchor liner Tuscania, whith arrived at 
Liverpool from Bombay- last week, are 
being closely watched by health authori- 
ties all over the country for smallpox 
symptoms, in consequence of an outbreak 
on the vessel on the high seas. Ten 
people from the liner are suffering {tom 
the disease. 

The original victim, an able seaman 
named Scorbie, died in hospital at 
Marseilles. Two Manchester men are in 
the Clayton isolation hosvital, Man- 
chester; a ship’s. greaser, John Murovhy, 
of Dublin, is in the Liverpool smallpox 
isolation hospita], and seven members of 
the crew are patients in Robroyston 
Hospital, Glasgow. 


NINE HUNDRED PERSONS 
VACCINATED. 

A large supply of lymph was taken on 
board at Marseilles, and the ship’s doctor 
was engaged for thirty-six hours vaccinat- 
ing every man, woman and child on board. 

The second case, that of Murphy, was 
discovered when the Tuscania was. two 
days steaming from.Liverpool. Medical 
authorities of the areas in which 
passengers and crew live have been in- 
formed, and every precaution is . being 
taken to prevent the spread of thelisease. 
Murphy is suffering from a mild form ol 
the disease, but the two Manchester 
victims were last night stated to be in a 
very serious condition. One is a business 
man, 


NIECE’S STATEMENT. 

His niece stated last night:—‘ My 
uncle came home in the Tuscania after a 
six months’ absence in India. It was im- 
possible to carry out vaccinations until the 
ship reached Marseilles, because of the 
shortage of lymph. There were about two 
hundred children among the passengers. 
Many of the parents were in great dread 
of the infection, although ‘they were 
assured that they were put out of danger 
by vaccination. It was a great battle for 
the doctor and his staff, but they worked 
heroically.”’ , 

Dr. McClure, Assistant Medical Officer 
of Health for Manchester, stated last 
night that the necessary steps had been 
taken to deal with any possible contacts. 
All the passengers who left the ship had 
been kept under observation. 

The Tuscania is now at Glasgow.

LACK OF EVIDENCE 
AGAINST THEM. 


From Revuten’s CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW ORLEANS, Tuesday. 
To-day’s’ resumed preliminary: hearing 
of the charges against. Captain Randall, 
skipper of the I’m Alone, and his crew, of 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition law 
ended in the discharge of all the accysed 
men by the United States Commissioner, 
at the request of the. District A‘*orney.: 
In asking that the case be dismissed, the 
District Attorney said that he wished to 
have it understood that the right of a 
coastguard to fire upon and sink rum- 
smugglers was in no way prejudiced 
thereby. 
The Department of Justice in Washing- 
ton is understood to have instructed the 
Federal authorities here to drop the case. 


HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

Captain Randall and his crew—six 
white men and a negro—had been at 
liberty since March 26th. It was on March 
23rd that the I’m Alone, a schooner of 
Canadian registry, alleged to be engaged 
in the illicit liquor traffic, was sunk.-by. a 
United States prohibition enforcement 
cutter off the Louisiana coast. 

Accounts of the incident are conflicting. 
Captain Randall claims: that he was out- 
side the twelve miles’ limit—generally 
accepted as the extended limit within 
which the United States under the Liquor 
Treaty may search foreign vessels sus- 
pected of being engaged in rum-smuggling 
—when he was first ordered by the cutter 
Walcott to heave to. The United States 
offcials claim tbat she was within that 
limit 


CAPTAIN RANDALL’S DEFIANCE. 

When the I’m Alone refused to obey 
the order and put out to sea she was 
chased by the cutter, but outdistanced her. 
After some time the Walcott signalled to 
another cutter, the Dexter, who inter- 
cepted the schooner and took up the chase. 
When the two vessels were some two 
hundred miles south by east of the New 
Orleans bar, the Dexter ordered the I’m 
Alone to heave to and threatened to fire. 

Captain Randall replied: ‘‘ You have 
no jurisdiction over my ship. You may 
fire, but I will not surrender.’’ 

The Dexter then fired and sank the 
schooner. The schooner's créw jumped 
overboard, and all except one coloured 
man, a French subject, were rescued by 
the cutters 


QUESTION STILL SUB JUDICE. 

The question as to whether or not the 
sinking was justified was stil] sub judice. 
The issue revolves round two points: 
Firstly, the distance the I’m Alone was 
irom the shore when first ordered to heave 
to, and, secondly, whether a pursuit begun 
by one cutter, and subsequently taken up 
by another, can be legally justified as 
‘hot pursuit.”’ 

So far the only formal international 
action in the ease is the impending pre- 
sentation of a Note by the Canadian 
Government to Washington. France is.re- 
ported to have the case under considera- 
tion—as a French subject was drowned— 
and Great Britain is understood to be sup- 
porting Canada in her case. 


FURTHER INCIDENTS. 

Since the sinking of the I'm Alone two 
other cases of prohibition enfcreement 
cutters firing on suspects have been re- 
ported. 

On April 3rd Mr. Stuyvesant Fish, a 
member of one of New York's oldest 
families, sent a protest to Washington, 
alleging that a yacht which he had. just 
taken over from the builders was fired 
upon, and stibsequently boarded sin: un- 
ceremonious fashion by coastguards as she 
was entering New York Harbour. There 
was driving rain at the time, he said, and 
he heard no warning to heave to 
morning, it is reported, 
shots were tired by a coastguard boat on 
the Norwegian fruit ship Juan as she was 
steaming up Chesapeake Bay. Apparently, 
warning shots were also fired in this case, 
but. they were misinterpreted by the pilot, 
who attributed them to haval firing 
practice. The Juan was boarded, but no 
contraband liquor was found in her. 


SILENCE AT WASHINGTON. 
From liFUTER $ CObRESPON DENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Officials of the Departinent of Justice 
decline to discuss the acquittal in New 
Orleans to-day of Captain Randall and 
the crew of the I’m Alone on charges of 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition 
laws.  1t is known, however, that they. 
felt that there was insuflicient evidence 
to warrant proceedings against Captain 
Randall and his. crew under the Federal 
law. It. is .expeeted. that. an official 
statement will be issued later by the 
Department. 

Meanwhile the Canadian Note on the 
subject was presented to the State Depart- 
ment by the Canadian Legation this 
afternoon, but the text has not been made 
public.

HOPES. OF. RESCUE 
RENEWED.

SYDNEY, Tuesday. 

A graphic message from Mr. Woods, pilot 
of the Western. Australia Airways machine 
which is searching for the missing aeroplane, 
Southern Cross, and her crew, gives rise to 
renewed hopes of their rescue, 

Mr. Woods, on his arrival at Derby from 
Wyndham to-night, said:—' We flew over 
Drysdale Mission, and they _ signalled 
* News.’ ”’ 

We asked the following questions :— 

Are they at Port George —No. 

Are they between here and Port George ?— 
Yes. : 

Are they all right?—No. 

Did you send your boat down the coast — 
Yea. 

To how far? They signalled by placing 
three natives in a row, indicating thirty 
niles. 


COAST SEARCHED. 

We proceeded down the coast to the West 
Bay, where the boat was anchored, and a 
mission Father and two natives were ou the 
beach beside a smoke signal. We scoured 
the surrounding country, but possibly the 
uatives from the lannch were not far inland. 
We went south-west around Roe River, and 
thence to Prince Regent River. Smoke signals 
wefe observed near the mouth of an island, 
but ‘these proved to be. merely those of 
natives. 

We proceeded to Port George Mission, and 
. sent down a note: ‘* We are from Wyndham. 
We understand” the Southern Cross passed 
here. What time”?'' 

The answer was eleven men placed three 
yards apart, indicating eleven o'clock. 

' s“Point out the direction, ” was the aero- 
plane’s next message, and the answer was, 
“ South of East.’

‘The vexed question, “What is an 
amateur?’ was discussed at great length by 
the International Olympic Committee, which 
began its session here yesterday.

FUTURE OF THE 
RAILWAYS, 


SIR R. WEDG WOOD 
HOPEFUL. 
N ss"Ki 
DRIFT TO THE ROADS 
‘CHECKED. 


Sir Ralph L. Wedgwood, Chairman of 
the General Managers’ Conference and 
Chief General Manager of the London 
and North-Eastern Railway Company, 
last night discussed with a Press Associa- 
tion reporter. the future prospects of the 
railways of Great Britain, and analysed 
the returns just made by the British 
Mimistry of Transport. 

Sir Ralph pointed to the definite 
revival in coal traffic and the tendency 
towards a revival in the carrying of 
merchandise. “If this ‘should continue, 
the current year will tell a different story 
from 1928,” he said. “Our revenue 
will, doubtless, fall substantially below 
the level at which we are aiming, but we 
may, at any rate, hope to retain the 
economies realised last year, whilst 
securing a higher volume ‘of travel and 
traffic.” 

He was hopeful that the railways would 
prevent a further drift of traffic to the 
roads. “I do not think the road is 
gaining on us, so far as goods traffic is 
concerned,” he said. “I think that we 
have now reached a: balanced division 
between the railways and the roads in 
that respect.’’ 

Discussing the introduction of third- 
class sleepers, he said:—“I fee] certain 
they: have done much to enoourage long- 
distance travel. We ave building more 
third-class sleepers for the. summer 
season. 


PESSIMISM UNWARRANTED. 

Sir Ralph went on to analyse the 

Ministry of Transport s statement. “The 
returns,” he. said, “ certainly show that 
1928 was a bad year for the railway com- 
panies. [ cannot agree, however, that 
they warrant in any way a pessimistic 
outlook. On the contrary, the figures 
seem to me to show many features which 
are full of hope for the future. The 
returns show that the gross revenue of 
the four amalgamated companies {ell 
away by eight and a half millions during 
the year 1928, as compared with the 
previous year. They show also, however. 
that the railway companies succeeded in 
reducing their dA ms by six and a 
half millions, so that the final reduction 
in net revenue is only two millions. 
_ The reduction which has been effected 
In expenditure is a remarkable achieve- 
ment. When traffic declines there is 
very little automatic reduction in expen- 
diture. Passenger services must be main- 
tained, even though passengers diminish 
in number, so that the reduction in pas- 
fenger revenue has, in fact, meant no 
economy. 

“The railway industry has thorouchly 
put its house in order, and “is now in a 
position to handle increased traffic with 
the maximum of economy which is 
realisable in present-day conditions in 
this country. 


EFFECT OF THE RETURNS. 

The general effect of the returns is 
that, in a bad year, the net revenue of 
the whole railway industry shows a reduc- 
tion of less than four per cent. Taking 
the actual traffic during the year, passenger 
trafic shows a decline of two per cent. in 
receipts. This is due mainly to road com- 
petition; but, when compared with the 
heavy falling off in previous years, it 
indicates that the railways are achieving 
success in preventing a further drift of 
railway traffic to the roads. This has been 
done largely by the quotation of cheap 
fares, provision of day excursions, and by 
more intensive train services. The loss in 
the number of passengers, when season 
tickets are taken into account, is less 
than one per cent. 

“There has been an increase of no Jess 
than eight million miles in the passenger 
train mileage, equal to three per cent. 
of the total passenger train mileage of 
the main line railways. This increaso 
has been undertaken as part of a definite 
policy to bring traffic back to rail. There 
seems to be every reason to hope that the 
current year may see a definite turn in 
the tide, when inereasing pass-nger 
revenue will correspond with the increase 
in passenger train mileage, 


HOLDING THEIR OWN. 

“The decrease in goods and coal traffic 
has been more marked than in passengers. 
The revenue shows a decline of seyen per 
cent. over the year.: This‘ loss is due 
entirely te bad trade. It is heaviest in 
the coal and heavy industries, where road 
competition counts for little or nothing. 

‘Generally speaking, the railway 
companies are holding their own with 
road competition in goods traffic, and, if 
they are losing im some directions, they 
are regaining as much, or more, in others. 

“It is to an improvement in the trade 
of the country that the railways must 
look for a recovery of the volume in their 
goods and coal trafic. The results for 
the current year are not unpromising. 
The carryings of coal traffic show a deti- 
nite revival, particularly in the export 
trade. 

“ We cannot be far wrong in putting a 
part of this revival down to the reduction 
in charges afforded by Mr. Churchill's 
preliminary de-rating scheme. Merchandise 
carryings also are showing a tendency to 
revive. During the Jast few weeks before 
Easter a definite advance was recorded 
over the preceding year.”’

PERSONATLON CASES AT 
COMMISSION.

Lord Justice Best opened the City Com- 
mission in the County Courthouse, Belfast, 
yesterday, and voiced his congratulations on 
the satisfactery condition of affairs as dis- 
closed by the tight calendar and by the 
statistics placed before him. 

Addressing the Grand Jury, of which the 
tight Hon. the Lord Mayor (Sir William 
Coates, Bart., D.L.) was foreman, his Lord- 
ship said. that their. labours on that occasion 
would be comparatively light. There were 
forty-two bills to go before them, involving 
the liberty of forty-eight prisoners. Forty- 
two bills represented a fairly large number 
if compared with the corresponding period of 
the previous year, when there were only 
twenty-three bills, involving twenty-four 
prisoners. At the April Commission of 1927, 
however, there were fifty-one bills, involving 
fifty prisoners; whilst in the corresponding 
Commission of 1926 there were ninety-three 
hills, involving seventy-one prisoners. Thus 
they would realise that the number of bills 
on the present occasion was not excessive. 
In fact, it was quite within the average. 

There were two sets of cases he desired to 
specially refer to. In one of these persona- 
tion was alleged to have taken place at a 
vecent municipal election in Dock Ward. Dur- 
mg the polling certain people tried to per- 
sonate other people, and six cases had been 
returned for trial. He did not wish to go 
into the merits or demerits of the cases at the 
present time, hut he would explain what per- 
sonation was, and if they were then satisfied 
that a prima facie case had been made out 
they wouid return a true bill. 

Section 38 of the Representation of the 
People Act, which applied to Ireland as well 
as to England, laid down that any person 
who applied for a ballot paper in the name of 
some cther person, be that person living or 
dead, or of a fictitious person, or who having 
voted once in any such election applied for 
a ballot paper in his own name, was guilty 
of personation. 

The other case to which his Lordship drew 
attention was for procuring by false pretences. 


CITY’S CRIME STATISTICS. 


His Lordship proceeded to deal with the 
general state of the city. At first sight there 
appeared to.be an alarming increase in the 
number of specially reported cases. For the 
period covered by the last April Commission— 
trom February to April, 1928—there were 52 
specially reported cases, as compared with 98 
for the corresponding period this year; but 
when one came to analyse the cases the 
increase was not as dreadful as seemed at 
first sight. There was, in the first place, an 
increase of 21 cases of breaking into shops. 
Lust year the number was 17, while this year 
it was 38. There was an increase also of 11 
in cases of simple larceny, and an increase of 
five in cases of obtaining goods by false pre- 
tences, The City Commissioner had informed 
him that a great many of these cases were 
not very serious by reason of the fact thar 
many of the boys concerned had been made 
amenable in the Children’s Court. 

They were ’always interested to Jearn in 
what proportion of cases people were made 
amenable. Of the number of cases specially 
reported last year, 21 detections were made 
cut of 52, which worked out at a percentage 
of 38. This year, though the number had 
gone up to 98, detections had been made in 
57 cases, which werked out a percentage of 
58. This increase in percentage refle:ted the 
greatest credit on the police and on the 
citizens who helped them; for, after all, :f 
the police were not backed up by citizens 
who were prepared to come forward the de- 
tection of crime would be almost impossible. 
When asked generally as to the state of the 
city, the Commissioner’s reviy was, ‘‘ Mos! 
satisi¢ctory.”” They would all be glad to 
hear this assurance. It was a very gratifying 
feature. ; 

In conelusion, his Lordship pointed out that 
the number of persons prosecuted for minor 
offences in 1927 was 4,036, these includine 
common assaults, minor jarcenies, drunken- 
ness and vagrancy. The corresponding num. 
Ler for 1928 was 3,709, which represented ea 
considerable drop, attributable to the fact 
that there was less drunkenness in the citv. 
He had no hesitation in congratulating the 
Grand Jury, and through them the citizens 
of Belfast, on the state of their city.

A SETTLEMENT REACHED. 


In the King’s Bench Division, London, 
before Mr: Justice Horridge, yesterday, a 
settlement’ was announced of the libel action 
brought by Miss Cicely Isabel Fairfield, 
whose pen name is Rebecca West, against the 
proprietors of the London Evening Standard. 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., for Miss Fair- 
field, said that the action was brought in 
respect of the report of an interview with her. 
She complained that it did not truly represent 
her conversation with the newspaper’s repre- 
sentative. She objected particularly to a 
portion of it which represented her as making 
discourteous remarks with regard to Mr. 
. Arnold Bennett—a thin: which was very far 
from her intention. Miss Fairfield never 
desired to make money out of ihe proceedings, 
but she felt that it was essential for her to 
protect her reputation. The defendants had 
since offered to make a satisfactory statement 
which would dispose of the matter. 

Mr. Theo Matthew, for the defendants, 
expressed regret- that tle report in certain 
particulars did not represent the conversation 
that took place between the plaintiff and the 
defendant’s representative. The defendant: 
fully appreciated the fact that a misunder- 
standing did arise, and they offered an 
apology for any annoyance that had been 
caused to the plaintiff, and they agreed to 
indemnify her against costs. 

Mr. Justice Horridge approved the settle. 
ment. 


ARMY OFFICER SHOT. 
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FOUND DEAD IN LOCKED 
ROOM. 


Captain J. Dening, of the Indian Army, 
who had been home on leave from India, was 
found late yesterday afternoon shot dead in 
a locked apartment at the Bolton House 
Hotel, Bolton street. Westminster, where he 
had been staying . The police were called in, 
and the body was removed to Westminster 
Mortuary. 

Captain Dening, who had only recently 
come to the hotel, went out shortly before 
noon yesterday, and returned just before 
Junch. . Early in the afternoon an inquiry 
was made for him, and a messenger who was 
sent to his room could not find him, but 
discovered a number of letters on the 
dressing table. This caused further inquiries 
in the building, and eventually Captain 
Dening was found in a locked compartment. 
He had been shot through the right eye, and 
lay huddled up on the floor. By his side was 
a revolyer. 

Captain Dening was a well-known sports- 
man. and he took part in the International 
Games in America as a polo player.

It had been antici- 
pated that the only difference allowed in 
the offer between the £1 shares and the 
10s. shares would be an allowance of 10s.

NO CASH UFFER. 

The terms offer the difference in 
securities, the extra allocation being in 
54 per Cent.

DISAPPO:NTING. 

There can be little doubt that’ the 
protective committees formed for the 
Preference and Ordinary shareholders will 
protest against the terms now offered. 
After the encouraging statement in the 
Marconi Company’s circular of March 7th, 
1928, the offer is disappointing. It was 
then said that dividend rights equivalent 
to those of two of the 10s.

If there is a possibility—an1 the 
possibility is strong—of any class of 
shareholder being inclined to refuse the 
terms and to stand outside Cables and 
Wireless, Ltd., it is essential that the 
shareholders know exactly what their posi- 
tion is to be. 

THE COMMUNI'ICATIONS REVENUE. 

Unless a clear definition is given of the 
proportion of the communications revenue 
which is to be paid to each of the amal- 
gamating companies this will be im- 
possible. We have no doubt that full 
details will be given upon this point 
before a final decision has to be made, 
but it must be realised that on such 
information as is now published no deci- 
sion can be taken at all.

OBITUARY. 


SIR J. R. SOMERS VINE. 


Zhe Times announces the death at the age 
of 81 of Sir J. R. Somers Vine, who had done 
good service to the Empire in various ways. 
He was appointed Private Secretary to the 
Lord Mayor of London in 1871, and served 
as Secretary to the Bengal Famine Relief 
Fund. His work for the Empire began with 
his appointment as Official Agent to the Inter- 
national Fisheries, Health and Inventions 
Exhibitions of 1883 to 1885, and to the Royal 
Commissioners for the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition of 1886. In the same year he was 
knighted for his public services and became 
Assistant Organising Secretary to the Imperial 
Institute. He held this post until 1897, making 
extensive tours in the British Colonies in the 
interest of the Institute. 


MR. THOMAS W. BASSETT. 


The death has taken place at his summer 
residence, Youghal, Co. Batic of Mr. Thomas 
W. Bassett, whe for many years was 
managing director of Messrs, Denny and 
Sons, Ltd., bacon curers, Cork, Born in 
Waterford Mr. Bassett, at the request of Mr.

CANNOT RE-ENTER THE 
UNITED STATES. 
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BAN ON PERSONS WHO HAVE 
BEEN DEPORTED. 

The United States Consul-General in Dublin 
states that persons who have been deported 
from the States are not admissable after- 
wards as immigrants. In this connection he 
quotes copy of a portion of a circular issued 
by the American Department of State to its 
Consular Officers, which reads as follows :— 

Act of Congress. approved March 4th, 1929, 
provides in part as follows: 

(1) Aliens who have been arrested and de- 
ported in pursuance of law are mandatorily 
exchided from admission to the United States, 
whether deportation took place before or after 
the enactment of the Act. 

The grounds upon which the alien was de- 
ported are immaterial. Alien temporary visi- 
tors who have overstayed their, visits, and 
have been ordered to be deported, for ex- 
ample, now are permanently barred from 
the United States. 

(2) Any alien ordered deported (whether 
before or after the enactment of the Act), 
who has left the United States, shall be con- 
sidered to have been deported in pursuance 
of the law, irrespective of the source from 
which the expenses of his transportation were 
defrayed, or of the place to which he de- 
parted. This brings within the mandatorily 
excluded class, mentioned in paragraph 1, 
aliens who have been ordered deported and 
permitted to depart voluntarily in lieu of de- 
portation. 

(3) Persons excluded from admission at 
ports of entry and deported are excluded for 
one year from dale of deportation, unless the 
Secretary of Labour has consented to their 
re-application for admission, 

(4) The entry, or attempted entry, to the 
United States of aliens excluded under para- 
graph 1, after the expiration of sixty 
days after the enactment of the Act, 
is made a felony, punishable by imprisonment 
for not more than two years or by a fine of 
not more than $1,000,000, or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 

(5) Hereafter illegal entry, or entry ob- 
tained by a wilfully false or misleading 
statement, or the wilful concealment of a 
material fact, is made a misdemeanour, 
punishable for not more than one year or by 
a fine of not more than $1,000,000, or by both 
fine and imprisonment. i

FRENCH AIR FORCE - 
ACCIDENTS. 
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THREE AIRMEN KILLED. 
From RevTer’s Cornesronpent. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

There have been three fatal accidents in 
the French Air Force during the past twenty- 
four hours.

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JUDGE ON BIGAMY. 
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WOMAN’S THE LESSER CRIME. 


“Nowadays there is supposed to be no 
difference in criminality between man and 
woman in bigamy cases,’’ said Mr. Justice 
Shearman at Liverpool Assizes yesterday, 
when sentencing Ethel Taylor, aged thirty- 
one, a Fleetwood waitress, to twenty-one 
days’ imprisonment for bigamy. 
‘““It always seems to me, as an old- 
fashioned person, that if a man meets a 
woman who is well-behaved and of proper 
character and represents himself to be a 
hachelor, bigamy is a species of seduction. 
I do not think there is the same grievance 
when a woman represents herself as a widow 
and goes through a bigamous marriage. 
There is not the same loss of character to a 
man as there is to a woman.”

Mr. P. Brett, speaking at the Westmeath 
County Board of Health yesterday, when a 
copy of the Department’s letter was read, 
said thet, mondamus or no mandamus, the 
County Council had the right to fix the 
salary, and so could stick to its position.

THE SS. YARROW CHANGES

After 36 years of continuous service under 
the flag of Messrs. Wm., Sloan and Co., Glas- 
gow, the ss. Yarrow has passed from the 
Dublin, Silloth and Isle of Man Line into the 
hands of the Head Line, in conjunction with 
the Irish Cattle Exporters’ Association, who 
will carry on the transport of passengers, 
live-stock and general cargo with the ports 
already mentioned. The vessel is now being 
overhauled, and, when relaunched, will take 
the water under a new name. 

The Yarrow succeeded the Caledonian, 
which in turn succeeded the North British 
and the Waverley, which inaugurated the 
service over sixty years ago, and established 
the Waverley route for passengers and goods 
between Dublin and Douglas, and the border 
towns of Scotland, south and east of Edin- 
burgh. The Yarrow never had a mishap to 
life or limb, but about twenty years ago, 
during a heavy south-east gale at Douglas, 
when conveying the late Mrs. Langtry and 
her theatrical party to Dublin, the vessel was 
only saved from disaster by the able seaman- 
ship .of her Captain (McCallum).

GENERAL BOOTH 
CENTENARY. 


SON’S TRIBUTE TO FOUNDER 
OF SALVATION ARMY. 


To-day being the centenary of the birth of 
(General Booth, the founder of the Salvation 
Army, a meeting of commemoration is to be 
held at the Albert Hall, London, at might, 
which will be addressed by the Prime 
Minister. 

General Bramwell Booth, the. founder's 
eldest son, who will not be present owing to 
ill-health, has sent the following statement 
to the Press Association :—‘‘ For several 
years J have looked forward to the celebra- 
tion of the centenary of my dear father. 
Many plans occupied my mind and heart. 
Especially did I watch with joy the progress 
of the buildings at Denmark Hill, of the 
training garrison, which I believe will be a 
fitting memorial to his memory. 

““I had looked forward to the reception 
within those walls of the first company of 
young men and women to be trained there 
for a life of soul-saving, and to follow 
William Booth’s example, but, following the 
stone-laying in 1928, God called me to a new 
experience, and, for the first time in over 
fifty years, I was compelled to rest com- 
pletely. Last year I still hoped to take part 
in the rejoicings of the centenary, but retrrn 
of strength has not yet been granted to me. 

“The arrangements planned for the celebra- 
tion will be carried out without me, but I am 
glad to send a message to friends, and express 
on this day anew my love and devotion to mv 
wonderful father. who a hundred years ago 
was born in Nottingham. The Salvation 
Army is his life’s record. He said of himself: 
“God filled mv heart with a passionate love for 
the souls of men, and thus the Salvation 
Army was born in me.” Wherever Salvation- 
ists are filled with the same spirit the 
Salvation Army will grow and prosper. 

“Two great ideas moved through the 
consecrated lives of my dear father and 
mother—their personal knowledge and love of 
God, expressed in their lives for those for 
whom Christ died. and secondly, the desire to 
sacrifice all to win souls. Love of Ged and 
man and willingness to sacrifice for others, 
these are the warp and woof of the Salvation 
Army spirit, the garment of its praise, the 
uniform of its workers, the royal clothing of 
its kings and priests. 

“T believe history will prove that William 
Booth was divinely inspired: that he built on 
a firm foundation that needs no alteration.

OMAGH COUNCIL’S PROTEST. 

At a special meeting of Omagh Urban 
Council on Monday night a protest was made 
against the action of the Ministry of Labour 
for Northern Ireland in their attempt to 
compel the Council to pay insurance on the 
og, employés, together with arrears run- 
ning back several years 

The Clerk (Mr. Corker) stated that these 
employés were only engaged by the Council 
for a few hours weekly, and the majority of 
them had farms, on which they worked for 
the remainder of the week, or had permanent 
occupations otherwise. He submitted the 
Opinion of counsel on the question, and this 
expressed the view that most of the em- 
ployés were insurable. He suggested that a 
deputation be sent to the Ministry of Labour 
to urge that a special order be made declar- 
ing that this was subsidising employment. and 
not a principal means of livelihood, and ac- 
cordingly outside the Acts. He considered 
that it would be possible to obtain exemption 
for all the men. 

The Clerk added that he never. considered 
the Council liable for insurance for these men, 
and it was a most extraordinary attitude for 
the Ministry to take up. 

Mr. Lynch said that he would oppose the 
Council paying one penny. 

Several members expressed similar views, 
and the Council decided to inform the Minis- 
try of Labour that they regarded these 
employés as being engaged on subsidiary em- 
ployment, and that they should be exempt.

SHORTAGE OF HEREFORD 


AND ABERDEEN-ANGUS,

At yesterday’s meeting of the Dubli 
County Committee of Agriculture, Fogo 
held at 11 Rutland square, Dublin, a letter 
was read from the Free St-te ; rtment, 
of Agriculture pointing out that at the 
coming bull sales there would be a shortage 
of Aberdeen Angus and Hereford bulls for 
premiums, and that rsons intending to 
purchase such bulls should be advised to 
purchase shorthorns or bulls of shorthorn 
type. If persons concerned refused to pur- 
chase such bulls, the Committee would be 
vbliged to get someone else to complete the 
premium list with bulls of shorthown type. 

Mr. Ward, Secretary, stated that the Com- 
mittee had arranged for as many premiums 
as money had been allocated—the number of 
premium bulls in the county being twenty- 
two. 

The Chairman (Mr. P, Belton) asked if 
every applicant had been able to get the 
kind of bull required. 

The Secretary said that there were two 
people who wanted Aberdeen Angus bulls 
and would not take anything else. The Com- 
mittee had power to make a supplementary 
cvant for premiums if they succeeded, but 
under the circumstances it would probably 
be necessary to find other applicants for 
premiums, 

The Chairman said that the Department 
should see to it that the county got what 
it wanted. He hoped that steps would be 
taken in future to supply premium bulls of 
the breed that the people desired. 

The latter was “ noted.” 

DUBLIN VEGETABLE MARKET. 

The Chatrman said that he had received 
a letter from Mr. Commissioner Murphy in-

SEATE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 
THE CHIEF 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE HANNAD Cl 

An application was made on behalf of John 
Joseph Cox, of Rosemary place, Limerick, 
for leave to appeal from his conviction and 
sentence of death on a charge of having 
murdered Jacob Kunz, a German foreman, at 
the Shannon scheme works at Parteen, where 
the condemned man had been employed as a 
labourer. The trial took place at the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, last month, before 
Mr. Justice Johnston and a jury. 

Mr. J. J. Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. 
Thomas Atwell) appeared on behalf of the 
applicant; and Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. 

inlay (instructed by the Chief State Solici- 
tor) for the Attorney-General. 

Ihe grounds of the application and in- 
tended appeal were :—(1) That the verdict of 
the jury was against the weight of the 
evidence; (2) that, notwithstanding the 
objection taken by counsel on behalf of the 
accused man, the learned judge at the trial 
wrong!y udmitted certain statements and 
evidence. as appeared by the notes of the 
official stenographer; (3) that the learned 
judge at the trial did not, when requested 
by the jury, define for the jury ‘‘murder” and 
‘manslaughter,’ respectively; (4) that the 
learned judge at the trial failed to direct, 
and misdirected, the jury on the theory as to 
manslaughter put. forward by counsel on he- 
half of the accused man; and (5) that the 
learned judge was wrong in point of law in 
stating to the jury that the jury could not 
on the evidence find the accused man guilty 
of manslaughter, and that they must find 
him guilty of murder or nothing. 

Krom the evidence at the trial it appeared 
that the accused man _ formerly had 
been foremav of the gang of which 
Kunz was foreman at the time of 
his death, and that he had developed a 
tendency to drink: that Kunz had saved a 
considerable amount of money, which he 
carried on his person, and that when found, 
after having been murdered, as stated, with 
an iron bar. for his money. he had £400, and 
had lost over £80 10s. It was also stated 
that the accused man had refused to give 
any information of his movements after 5.25 
p.m. on the day of the murder; and that in 
consequence of a Jeiter of the accused man 
to his wife, found in a parcel by the Guards, 
the Guards discovered in a ruined house £79 
in single notes and three 10s. notes, supposed 
to be the money that the deceased man had 
in his possession when murdered, . 

The Chief Justice, addressing Mr. 
Kavanagh before he opened his argument 
in support of the application, stated that 
they had seen all the documents relating to 
the case, and they wished to have the 
erounds on which the application was based 
specifically and distinctly stated. 

Mr. Kavanagh then proceeded to deal with 
the grounds mentioned, in accordance with 
his Jordship’s wishes. He pointed out that 
the objections which he had raised at the 
trial appeared on the notes. He objected to 
the wrongful admission of certain statements 
taken from the accused man by Superinten- 
dent Moonev, and to evidence given by iser- 
geant Staunton and bv the engineer, 
describing what the statements and evidence 


had reference to: and he objected to state. 


ments made by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., at the 
opening of the case for the prosecution. 

Referring to statements taken from the 
accused man by Sergeant Higgins and by 
Superintendent Mooney, he said that the 
statement taken by Sergeant Higgins was a 
complete transaction; and afterwards Super- 
intendent’ Mooney took the accused man in 
hands, and obtained a statement from him 
without having administered any caution to 
him. He submitted that his objection to the 
admission of that evidence was a perfectly 
valid one. 

Mr. Kavanagh referred to the circum- 
stances under which the statements were 
taken, submitting that they were not volun- 
tary, but made under pressure; and also to 
the circumstances under which certain con- 
versations between the accused man and Ser 
geant Staunton were carried on. He further 
submitted that the trial judge bad mis- 
directed himself in not explaiing to the 
jury the theory as to manslaughter and 
murder, and that he was wrong in telling 
the jury that they could not on-the evidence 
find the accused man guilty of manslaughter, 
and that they must find him guilty of murder 
or nothing. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., submitted that, under 
the circumstances. the statements obtained 
by the Guards were voluntary statements, 
and that the learned judge had very properly 
udmitted the evidence and refused to explain 
the theory of manslaughter and murder men- 
tioned to the jury. 

APPLICATION REFUSED. 

The Chief Justice, delivering the unani- 
mous judgment of the Court refusing the 
application for leave to appeal, reviewed the 
facts of the case in detail, and the objec- 
tions raised by counsel for the accused man 
at the trial, pointing out the difference be- 
voluntary statements, exculpatory 
and statements made under 


tween 
statements, 
arrest. 

The Court were of opinion that the state- 
ments mentioned were voluntary statements 
under the circumstances, and that the 
learned trial judge had very properly ad- 
mitted the evidence, and refused to direct 
the jury on the subject of manslaughter and 
murder, as stated. 

His Lordship remarked that that matter 
might have been suggested from the fact 
that the jury had recommended the prisoner 
to mercy on very extraordinary groupds— 
namely, that, were it not for the fact that 
the deceased man had an abnormally thin 
skull, death would not have ensued. 

In the circumstances, he added, the Court 
refused the application for leave to appeal, 
being of the opinion that the grounds on 
which it was based had not been sustained.

DISTRICT JUSTICE AND USE 
OF BAD LANGUAGE, 


¥ A. LITTLE 
Edward har Haves 5: Ulobe Hoel, Dublin, 
an inspector of the Irish Omnibus Company, 
was charged by Guard 205 B using 
obscene and profane language at Aston’s 
quay on March 230 last and with resisting 


arrest. 

Mr. D. O'Flaherty, solicitor, appeared for 
the prosecution, and Mr, dJuseph RN. 
(O'Connor, K.C. (instructed by Mr. J. P. 
Collins), defended. 

Guard 203 P said that between 5 and 6 
o'clock on the afternoon in question the 
defendant was looking after a ‘bus of the 
Irish Omnibus Company which was proceed- 
ing to Kells. A man came on the scene, and 
the defendant used obscene and profane 
language towards him because he was not 
keen on going on his "bus, Witness placed 
the defendant under arrest, and for the first 
thirty yards he resisted violently. Then he 
went to Pearse street Station, where he was 
charged, and he replied that he had used 
bad language, but denied resisting arrest. 

To Mr. O'Connor, witness said that he, was 
on this particular duty on Aston’s quay 
for fourteen or fifteen months, and knew 
the defendant for six or eight weeks. He 
took his name on March 29 for using bad 
language, and he arrested him next evening 
for the same offence. 

“I LOST MY HEAD.” 

Station-Sergeant Flynn, Pearse street, 
said that when charged the accused man 
said: “1 lost my head over a —— fool of 
a countryman who was slow in getting into 
the *bus and 1 used bad language, but | 
did not resist arrest, althongh 1 did not want 
to be seen brought along the streets by a 
Guard. ' 

Mr. O'Connor said that his client, who 
had graduated in the service of the Trish 
Omnibus Company until he had reached his 
present position of inspector, ‘vas a man olf 
excellent character, and the company 
auxious that the charges shoukl be probed 
to the bottom, because they could not retain 
in their service such a man ií the charges 
were proved 

Kdwurd J. Hayes. the defendant, giving 
evidence, said that the Guard had taken his 
name innumerable times to take him to the 
police station, but had never done so. When 
he directed the attention of the 
the position of another ‘bus the Guard told 
him to mind his own business, and that if 
he would not do so he would make him, as 
he was not blind. As the ‘bus had not its 
proper destination notice put up he shouted 
to the passengers where the ‘bus was going 
to. He said to a man, Christopher Dignan, 
“Get in quickly or you will be late,” and 
the man afterwards thauked hime Soon 
afterwards the Guard gripped him. ‘* He 
caught mc,” continued witness, “so firmly 
that. 1 thought he was mad.”’ 

AT THE STATION. 

Witness asked the Guard what. was wrong, 
and he replied that he was arresting him. 
Witness Mid him for what, and the Guard 
vephed, “ Vou are coming down—that is 
all."’ Witness then asked the Guard to relax 
his grip, as it was paining him, but the 
Guard refused and dragged witness by the 
arm to the station. At the station he was 
charged with using obscene and profane lan- 
guage and resisting arrest and injaring the 
Guard's finger. The sergeant asked what 
had happened, and witness said, ‘‘ This man 
must have lost his head.” He denied that 
he had said that he himself lost his head 
vr that he used the obscene language referred 
to. 

Atter the case had been adjourned at the 
first hearing, the Guard, said witness, met 
him outside the court and asked him to let 
the case go, and if a fine were imposed he 
(the Guard) would pay it. Witness said that 
he would have to see his solicitor. 

Patrick Kinsella, driver; James Quirke, 
conductor of the “bus; Christopher Dignam 
and Anne Hand, passengers, said that they 
did not hear deiendant use the obscene or the 
pene language mentioned by the Guard. 
.insella said that the Guard brutally twisted 
the inspector’s arms. 

DOCTOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Dr.. Walters, Merrion road, gave evidence 
of examining the defendant's arms, which in 
parts were coritused, 

The Justice, fining the defendant 40s. and 
costs for using disorderly language and £5 
on the second charge, said that there should 
be a greater sense of civic discipline shown 
in the conduct and management of ‘buses at 
Aston’s quay. Language, he added, was an 
exchange of currency denoting the sense oí 
discipline and indiscipline of the mind, and 
it was the evidence of its order or disorder. 
He was satisfied that there must be an im- 
provement m the character of the language 
and the dissolute abuse of the name of the 
Redeemer on every trivial occasion. The 
pollution of the tongue, mind and lips with 
another adjective that was deposed to have 
been used there that day, and which was used 
on many occasions in their streets, was in 
itself au offence against Christianity.

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST 


“Death from pneumonia, accelerated by an 
accident, which occurred in the course of bis 
work, was the verdict. returned by the jury 
at the maquest which was held in the Dublin 
Union yesterday on the body of Patrick 
Kennedy (48), a drayman in the employment 
oí Messrs. Watkins, Jameson and Pim, 
brewers, Ardee street, Dublin, who died im 
the Union Infirmary last Sunday, 

Mr. John Cusack (Messrs. Crowley, Bolger 
Cusack, solicitors to Messrs. Watkins. 
_dameson and Pim, Ltd.) represented the firm. 

\Irs. Kennedy. 2 Redmond’s cottages. 
limleo. Dublin, said that on Wednesda 
week last her husband had complained of an 
injured shoulder, which be said he had sus- 
tained when shifting a heavy four-wheeled 
lorry in the brewery yard. He had gone te 
a doctor and to Steevens’s Hospital for treat. 
ment, He had confinued at work for three 
days after he bad received the injury Ón 
last Friday lie had een admitted to the 
Union Hospital, where he died on last Sun- 
day. Prior to the accident her husband had 
been perfectly healthy. 

John Henry Sutton, works manager, said 
that Kennedy had complained to him of the 
injury, and had gone on sick leave. On the 
days that he returned to work Kennedy 
seemed to be all right and did not complain. 

Dr. Joyce, medical officer, Union Infirmary, 
stated that he had performed a post-morteimn 
examination on the body. He found the hody 
healthy and well hourished. The liver was 
eblarged and adhering to the diaphragm. The 
lungs wete pheumonle. All the other oOtgahs 
were health, There were no 
violence on the body, 

In reply fé Mr, Buyle (Messrs, William 
Smyth anil Sons, solicitors), on hebali of the 
ret ol brane, Dr. Jovce stated that he did mm 
think that the mjory had accelerated the 
pheumthonla, 

Dr. Flood. visiting physician, stated that 
he had seen Kennedy Jast Saturday, and had 
examined’ him geuerally. He was then mn- 
conscious. He showed signs of ling trouble.

mitted to the Union he was incoherent. She
